Led by Chevrolet, which has boosted current operations | 


to around the 25,000 mark in its second week production 


on 1938 cars, the General Motors group figures to turn | 


out 42,600 jobs this week, compared with 30,795 last week 
and only 12,000 in the same period a year ago. Of the 
current week’s figure, Buick has bumped its figure to 
6,600; Pontiac expects about 5,600 units; Oldsmobile 4,400 
and Cadillac-LaSalle 1,000. 

Chrysler divisions are speeding production again this 
week, and should reach 19,000 units for the five days, 
compared with a revised total of 16,500 for last week and 
only 13,400 in the same period of 1936. Plymouth will ac- 


count for about 8,000 units this week, according to ADN | 


figures, while Dodge figures on about 6,000, Chrysler 2,800 
and De Soto 2,200. 

Although Ford operations are expected to get under 
way soon, possibly the latter part of this week or the 
beginning of next, the Ford group total is estimated by 
ADN at 225 units, which will be turned out by the com- 
pany’s Lincoln division. Of this figure, about 200 are ex- 
pected to be Lincoln-Zephyrs and 25 big Lincolns. 

With 3,800 vehicles carded, Hudson-Terraplane con- 
tinues in the van of independent producers this week. 
Studebaker has 2,640 cars and trucks set, while Wiliys 
expects 2,500, Packard 2,500 and Nash-LaFayette 2,250.

$10,000,000 nounced this week a $40,000,000 expansion 

Expansion program during 1937-38 at the River 

Rouge plant in Dearborn. The program, 
nearly doubling in cost the company’s 1934-35 expansion, 
comes within two years of the recent building outlay, 
which was the largest undertaken by private industry 
while the country was emerging from the depression. 

Contained in the huge expansion plans is the first 
all-welded 1,000-ton blast furnace in the world, which 
will cost around $4,500,000, and use of 45,000 tons of steel 
for new buildings. 

The 1934-35 program comprised construction of a hot- 
strip and cold-finishing steel mills, expansion of the main 
power house, enlargement of the 30-acre foundry for 
making of cast alloy-steel parts, installation of complete 
new equipment in the glass plant, and installation through

the plant of additional new tools and equipment to en- 
able production of 6,000 cars in 16 hours instead of 24 
hours.

est in the world, to 38 acres. The new building will house 
equipment for casting alloy-steel parts, the use of which 
in motor cars was pioneered by Ford four years ago. In 
connection with this development the present electric- 


furnace building will be converted to supply molten steel | 
alloys for use in the casting processes in the new | 


foundry addition. 
9 Reconstruction of the present open-hearth steel 
e furnace facilities and reorganization of manufactur- 
ing methods. Nine 100-ton furnaces will be rebuilt. The 
reconstruction program is to be carried out under a 
progressive schedule which will permit operation of a 
major of the furnaces at all times. 
An addition to the open-hearth building, to house 
new Bessemer convertors. The new equipment will 
be used in preliminary processing operations in the open- 
hearth mill and will enable these operations to be speeded 
up substantially by reducing time consumed in com- 
pleting heats in the furnaces. 
5 Installation of new equipment in the new steel rolling 
and finishing mills, completed two years ago. The 
hot-strip mill will be equipped to roll a 60-inch sheet, 
instead of a 48-inch sheet as at present. Two new slab- 
reheating furnaces and a new finishing stand also will 
be added. 
6 Installation of additional equipment in the new cold 
finishing mill, including a 78-inch continuous pickler 
and 12 sets of three bell-type bright anneal electric 
furnaces. Contracts for this work have been let. 

When the blast furnace is completed, ore requirements 
will rise to 1,500,000 tons annually, instead of 850,000 tons 
as at present. Requirements of the furnace will be taken 
care of by a battery of 61 coke ovens now under con- 
struction. Two giant gas storage holders, now under 
construction, will house fuel gas produced by the coke 
ovens. One of the holders, with a capacity of 10,000,000 
cubic feet, will be the largest all-welded steel structure 
in the world. 

Capacity of the main power house at the plant will* be 
increased again by installation of a third 110,000-kilowatt 
turbo-generator.

Due to a quick change-over to new models, 
General Motors’ world sales to dealers in 
September totaled 82,317 units, compared 
with only 19,288 in the same month a year 
ago, and 188,010 in August of this year. 
This brings the nine-month total to 1,594,378 as against 
1,516,092 in the similar period of 1936. The sales to U. S. 
dealers were 58,181 in September compared with 4,669 a 
year ago and 157,000 in August; while the nine-month 
sales to U. S. dealers totaled 1,282,238 as against 1,260,154 
for the like period of a year ago. 

Retail sales in the U. S. during September were 88,564 
units, slightly above the 85,201 sales in the same month 
of 1936, and comparing with 156,321 in August of this 
year. First nine-month retail sales totaled 1,279,930 as 
against 1,346,915 in the corresponding period a year ago. 


September sales were the largest since the shift of the 
national automobile show from January to November, 
and were above 1934, the last year of the January show.

City decide to settle the thing and stop standing around 
outside the plant like a lot of kids.” He asserted the 
shutdown resulted from a squabble between the CIO and 
“some other union.” The plant was the scene of a one- 
day sit-down strike last April. 

Meanwhile, United Automobile Workers officials were 
conducting a probe into the “wildcat” strike which closed 
one of the Fisher Body plants in Detroit for three days, 
despite UAW’s recent written pledge to General Motors 
outlawing sit-downs. The strike, another illustration of 
the UAW’s inability to control its members, ended Mon- 
day afteraoon when the afternoon shift returned to work, 
but UAW officials promised GM they would immediately 
start an investigation, the results of which would deter- 
mine further action in the case. 

Another dispute in Detroit plants, involving 3,500 
workers in plants of the Bohn Aluminum & Brass Corp., 
terminated Tuesday after an eight-hour shutdown Mon- 
day. Company officials, who said the strike was in viola- 
tion of its pact with the UAW, agreed to enter confer- 
ences with union officials Tuesday as a means of settling 
the dispute, while workers returned to their jobs.
